of reproach rather than something 
to conjure with,

personal liberty saloons have

until it looks now as if

doomed to extinction, except in our 
larger cities. We do not mean that 
all saloons, or the majority of sa- 
loons, have been run in a disrepu- 
table manner, but we do mean that a 
sufficient percentage of such places 
have been badly conducted—that is, 
have been disorderly, b^e sold to in- 
toxicated men, have sold to women 
and to minors; have conducted gamb- 
ling adjuncts; have kept open after 
legal hours and on Sundays etc7~to 
create a hostile sentiment that has 
crystalized into a var of extermina- 
tion andrfave in Hie larger places the 
paloon as a factor Jn society would 
seem to be doomed. We realize that 
this is a big admission that our trade 
roay properly grasp The situation. 


"We think the trade should stop

ed—if the cry of personal liberty x\il] 
not save it. then let it go and let tlie 
people decide how they vant alcoliol- 
5c beverages retailed in the localities 
in which they live.

He is the wealthi- 
est -man in the administration family, 
has long played a star part in the so- 
cial world and is a close friend of 
President Roosevelt. Indeed, he is re- 
ferred to as one pf "the Roosevelt 
finds."

B. He began life 
as a- railroad man and was at one'time 
a superintendent of construction, later 
a paymaster and still later a general 
freight and passenger .agent. The 
death of. his father in 1887 threw upon 
his shoulders the management of 
large estate, and he has made the jS 
teriial dollars grow, -blossom 'and bear 
fruit.
